Fugitive Siave Case ia Cineinnati. 





Corrcepondence of the Ohio Star. 


Cincinnati, Feb, 12, 1851. 





A fugitive slave enso—the first under the 
law of [250—cecirred here yesterday. The 
facts are substantially as follows :— 

William Tutehinson of Todd County, Ky., 
arrived here on Monday on the 
Cumberland Belle, from Virginia, with sone 
slaves in his possession said to have been de- 
vised to his sister by a relation in Virginia.

den, intimated that he would give his decis- | 
ion in the morning. Panny, having changed 
her mind, now jniormed the Court that she 
“wanted to go with her master,’ his Honor | 
bid her “go” and there was an end of the 
Cane. 

The Cincinnati Nonpareil speaks of this 
ease as follows :— 








Fanny was much frightened at the crowd, 
andthe very crue! manner in whien she had 
heen treated, and the moment Judge War- 
den adjourned a further hearing until this 
morning, we are informed a gang of officers 
surrounded the poor creature, bawling in her 
ears, ‘Tell the judge you want to go home 
With your niaster ; say you want to go wilh 
him? &c. And so the slave women did, and 
his Honor responded, ¢ if this woman Wishes 
to return with her owner she can—elear the 
room, Mr. Sherit?, of all but officers, and all 
but officers were turned out, the counsel for 
the woman included. 

Witnesses upon the stand are frequently 
cautioned not to criminate themselves, and 
criminals are often entrested to withdraw 
the plea of guilty and be legally convicted, 
But the slichtest word of a terror stricken 
woman, Unsequainted with her rights, and 

who has already made two desparate at- 
tempts at escape, is to be taken, and upon 
that word she is to be returned to a servi 
tude of the most degraded el; racter, for she 


has been and probably will hereafter be 


forced to live as her master’s concubine.—

Warden asked if she Wished to be free, her | 
answer Was, ‘ yes, 1 want my freedom. What 
an that time hed oeeurred to change her 
mind?

Poor Fanny—she has returned to her de- 
Braded servitude. She was seized upon in 
the Streets of Cincinnati, and thrust into a 
Prison among common telons, on a charge 
Of ‘riot’? Our ‘ancient and fishy’ watch- 
men, acting in the most valliant and dolorous 
style while making the arrest, and sheriff | 
and deputy sheriffs assisted by the aforesaid 
Watch, escorted the woman to the river; be- 
having all the while in the most self-possess- 
ed and slave possessing manner. 

We are no abolitionists, in the common 
Acceptation of the term, but when our po- 
lice officers show such slavish servility, and 
the knees of our judgee knock together up- 
on the bench, it is time for a press that clainis 
to be independent, to speak out for justice 
and humanity,

‘The men returned 
to town without the black, and made prepa- 
ration to prosecute Mr. Harvey at Williame- 
port—what for, we kuow not, es we under- 
stand Mr. Harvey took no part in any move- 
ment, only declined putting himself in the 
way of cocked pistols. Afterward, learning 
that the slave was valued at ©600—and Mr. 
Harvey, not knowing whither he had gone, 
with a most commendable spirit of philan- 
threpy, offered to give the men S600, if they 
would mauumit the slave. This they reius- 
ed to take, preterring to pursue Mr. Harvey 
with the law.—/F ilkesbarre (Penn.)

of Congregational Friends, with which he 
after associated himself; consequently was 
not a member of the original Society. (1)— 
The subject was introduced of I. ‘Trescott 
having sent a letterto Salem Monthly Meet- 
ig, some months since, in which he claim- 
ed a right with them, but was not willing to 
“come under the sectarian trammels of the 
Socicty ;"(2) and also that the Monthly dicei- 
ing bad xppointed a committee of three, 
(two of whorn at least were those called Re- 
formers,) to inform him of the order adopt- 
ed after the separation in 1828, which was, 
that all who intended to remain with our 
part of the Society should have their names 
registered ina book prepared for that pur- 
pose witiin one year after this decision by the 
Yearly Meeting, or come in by request and 
acceptation by the Monthly Meeting, or by 
certificate from other Monthly Meetings in 
unity with us; and as he had not complied 
with either of those requisitions, was not a 
member, (3) Notwithstanding this, Isaac in- 
formed the Quarterly Meeting that two of 
the committee had informed him that he had 
aright, end encouraged him to attend our 
meetings, and also that ue had set down his 
stakes, aud intended to come up to them ; or, 
in substance, that if he had nota right he 
would assume one. Another objection made 
to transacting the business of the meeting 
whilst J. A. Dugdale and J. Trescott remain- 
ed, was the preeedent or example; for if 
some who were not members were permitted 
to be present in meetings intended to be se- 
lect, others would feel an equal right, and 
hence all who wished might attend, regard- 
less of the order of Society. 

I think it must be owing to “ prejudice or 
party ieeling,” (as T. expresses himself,) that 
he attaches all violence, ofliciousness, excite- 
ment, and fierce opposition to reform, to the 
one side, and all “gentleness and forbear- 
ance,” calmness and impressive dignity to 
the other. As to the charge of opposition 
to reforms, I challenge him to show that any 
part of the Society are guilty of it; Leannot 
now call to mind any member that I think it 
will apply to. There are many who are not 
willing to be compelled to certain measures, 
against their convictions of right, forced on 
them by others who have no more right to 
dictate to them bow they shall accomplish 
those objects than the accused party have to 
dictate to the accusers; the accusation is un- 
generous, unjust and untrue. 

I claim we all have equal rights (and no 
more) to coerce the actions of others. The 
discipline and the action of Society are de- 
cidedly opposcd to Slavery, War, litempe- 
rance, and other wrengs; and it is the Non- 
Resistant principles of the Society collective- 
ly and individually, that prevents them from 
expelling intruders; and what a cowardly 
act is itfor any to impose themselves and 
their vindictive lectures on a Society of such 
principles and forbearance, while they dare 
not in societies where they might expect to 
meet with physical resistance. But there is 
a point beyond which * endurance ceases to 
be a virtue’, (where the design of meetings 
is frustrated,) and I think would warrant 
using the proper authorities to remove in- 
trusion. (4) As to the good influence pro- 
duced by the presence or discourse of J. A. 
Dugdale, I did not notice it, but rather think 
it caused nearly all the unpleasant occur- 
rences in the Quarterly Meeting, (5) and he 
stands charged with it, not by friends only, 
but by society generally, who are acquainted 
with the circumstances. I would rather the 
meeting had conducted the business in the 
usual way, and stated in the minutes that a 
request was made for all who were not 
members to withdraw, and that such as did 
not were suffered to remain as invaders of 
our rights.

Revival of Religion----Death of Humanity. 





Lerssurcn, Feb. 19, 1851. 

Dear Oniven:—For several weeks past a 
revival of Religion has .een ia operation in 
town. The “od ©: Je’ Methodists, as the Epis- 
copals are called, have gathered into their fold 
over thirty; the Wesleyans have gathered up 
some twenty-eight; the “ Radieals,” as Pro- 
testant Mcthodists are called, have gathered up 
three or four, and are now trying to getina 
more plentiful harvest of souls. There have 
been great doings here, great singings, prayings 
and chantings to Ged ; great clappings of hands, 
jumpings, fallings down, and rolling about on 
the floor, and great exhaustions of souls and 
bodies, apparently unto death. All these per- 
formances have actually been carried on here by 
the priests & professors for several weeks. They 
call it seeking and enjoying Religion, and praising 
and glorifying God. And in proportion to the 
strength of voice with which they sing, pray and 
shout, and to the energy and earnestness with 
which&they clap their hands, jump and leap 
about, fail prostrate on the floor and writhe and 
and roll about, or lie as if dead, is God glorified 
and Religion sought and enjoyed, as they sup- 
pose. I am giving no caricature, but simple 
facts, as they have been and are performed by 
the priests and professors of Leesburgh. 

I arrived here on Saturday the 15th. Found 
that notice had been given by Jacob Millisack 
and Iforatio Roby a week before, that I should 
speak in the Wesleyan house on slavery and war 
on Sabbath the 16th,—that being the day on 
which the church was to have no preaching.— 
Nearly one-feurth of the Wesleyan house is 
owned by comcouters, who aided to build it 
with the express agreement that the house 
should ever be open to all moral subjects— 
especially te Anti-Slavery. Jacob Millisack in- 
vested $200 in it, expressly to have a house in 
which the American slaves might be heard, and 
where Non Resistance, Total Abstinence, and 
all Reforms might be discussed and brought be- 
fore the people. Nearly every member of the 
church acknowledges this to have been the un- 
derstanding; but J. Millisack was so simple as 
as to trust to a verbal agreement, and took no 
written document. 

Consequently the Revival of Religion, i. c. 
of the singings, prayings, shoutings, &c., so 
darkened, contracted, and perverted the souls of 
the leaders of the church, i. e., ANDERSON 
DEMPSTER and JEREMIAH PHILLIPS— 
that when notice was given that I would speak 
in the house at the request of Millisack and Ro- 
by, they determined that I should not, and tnat 
no Garrisonian should, and that if I was allowed 
to do so, they should not enter the house again. 
Philiips was a main instrument in getting up 
and conducting the revival. So they got the 
seven trustees together, they being of the num- 
ber, and caused a vote to be passed that I should 
not be allowed to speak in the house on slavery, 
war, or any other subject. The vote was four 
to three. Three wished me to speak in it, and 
a majority of the church members were on the 
side of the minority, to sustain them. 

So, on Sunday at 11 o'clock, A. M., I went to 
the house, expecting to speak on slavery. A 
goodly numbet were thereto hear me. But 
Dempster and Phillips were there to turn it in- 
to a prayer meeting. A preacher was on the 
stand with Bible and Hymn book to open the 
meeting. But Millisack, Roby, and several of 
the members, u.sisted thet I be allowed to speak 
on slavery. Phillips and Dempster said no— 
said I was an infidel—denied the infallibility of 
the writers of the Bible—and threatencd the 
comeouters with fines and prisons by the help

No sooner did the news reach Washington 
that the majesty and dignity of the Slave 
Power had been outraged in Boston by the 
rescue of the fugitive Shadrach, than the 
special defenders of the Union flew to the 
rescue. ‘The Cabinet was called together in 
breathless haste to see what could be done 


in such awfully trying circumstances. Forth-

gitive slave, and then and there a prisoner, 
lawitlly holden by the said Marshal or Dep- 
uty Marshals of the United States, aud other 
scandalous outrages did commit, in violation 
of law—Now, 


the laws may be maintained, and those cou- 


the laws of their country, and requiring and 
commanding all officers, civil and miilitary, 
who shall be found within the vicinity of 
this outrage, to be aiding and assisting, by 


other such combinations, and assisting the 
Marshal and his Deputies in re-capturing the 
above mentioned prisoners. 
And I do especially direct that prosecu- 
tions be commenced against all persons who 
shall have made themselves aiders or abet- 
tors in or to this flagitious offence. And I 
do further command that the District At- 
torney of the United States, and all other 
persons concerned in the administration or 
execution of the laws of the United States, 
cause the foregoing offenders, and all such 
as have aided, abetted, or assisted them, or 
shall be found to bave horbored or concealed 
such fugitive, contrary to law, to be immedi- 
ately arrested, and proceeded with according 
to law. 
Given under my hand and the seal of the 
United States, this 1léth day of February, 
1851.
